Revulsion Against the Death Penalty 


ANADA is far from alene among 

countries that have developed a 
civilized revulsion against the belief that 
-the siate has the right to take human 
life. Britain has 
already eliminated 
the death penalty in 
almost all cases, and 
its total elimination 
will inevitably follow. 
Even the Sade- 
inspired killers of the 
“mvors’ murders 
case got away with 
life . imprisonment. 
But the Anglo-Saxon 
countries are behind 
the times, despite the progress they are 
making. Most of continental Earope has 
long since abandoned the death. penalty. 
This includes Germany, which not so 
long ago used the death penalty very 
freely indeed. 

A few years ago, when this corre- 
spondert was in London, Britain held one 
of its last executions.. Numbers of 
Scandinavian journalists descended upon 
the execution site to report to their 
countrymen upon what they regarded as 


this remnant of savage primitivism in an_ 


otherwise civilized country. 

Aside, from backward, authoritarian 
and Communist countries, however, it is 
the United States where the death 
penalty has been most prominent. 
During the 1930s there were 150 to 200 
executions a year in the U.S. 


Inherent Violence 


The use here of the scaffold, the gas 
chamber, the electric chair and (in Utah) 
the firing squad, Has been but an 
extension to government leveb of the 
violence inherent in American society. 
This country was born and brought up in 
violenes, Dislikable as black extremist 
leader H. Rap Brown is, his declaration 
last year -that ‘‘violence is as American 
as cherry (he meant to say apple) pie” 
sent a chill of recognition through the 
country. 

The first white settlers here used 
violence to keep the land they had seized 
on the eastern seaboard from reclama- 
tion by the Indians; the nation formed 
itself by revolution against established 
authority; it took the west by mass 
violence against Indians; which was 
followed by the law of the fastest draw 
among the adventurer-settlers them- 
selves; and above all it has kept blacks 
down by violence, both during and since 
their period of slavery. 


Along. with the culture of violence, 


went—-the”” fundamentalist version vf 
rotestantism, with its eye-for-an-eye, 
tooth-for-a-tooth do¢trine derived from a 
few words .of the Scriptures. Violence 
and counter-violence formed a cohesive 
whole. 


Easy Gun Acquisition 


All this is more than just history. It 
sets the pattern for the present state of 


affairst Anybody in this country can buy _ 


and own a-firearm, despite the fact that 
17,000 people are killed by firearms 
annually; police sport their weapons with 
the utmost -conspicuousness; in Texas 
many people regularly carry handguns in 
their pockets; and Detroit is a virtual 
armed camp. 

In Arkansas, where a number of 
horrifying revelations about the prison 
system have come to light, reform is 
resisted by most of the people, who 
believe that prisoners ought. to suffer. 
Furthermore, the Arkansas prisons pro- 
vide a supply of cheap (for which read 


black) labor for ‘surrounding entre- 
* preneurs. 
The concept of prison as a place 


preferably for reforming, failing that, of 
safekeeping various persons unable to 
conduct. themselves in society, grows 
hard in a society whose formal laws still 
tailor the punishment to fit the crime 
rather than the criminal. 

But change is taking place, and its 
beginnings are. most evident in new 
attitudes’ toward the death penalty. The 
fact is that even in the United States the 
death penalty is on the way out. There 
were only. two executions in the entire 
country last year, and only one in-1966. 


Thirteen. states have _ abolished 
executions altogether. (Criminal Jaw is.a 
state rather than a federal responsibility. 
There is nv national Criminal Code as in 
Canada), In states retaining the death 


_Penalty, the tendency of authorities is to 


allow the condemned already on death 
row every benefit of évery doubt in their 
efforts. of legal appeal. 

For former Governor Pat Brown of 
California, . the execution. of Caryl 
Chessman. under his regime was a 
traumatic experience; and the most 
recent governor of Maryland not long 
ago admitted tearfully that as governor 
he had Jet some men go to execution due 
to fear of public opinion, and begged 
God's forgiveness for his failure to 
exercise executive clemency. 

The constitution prohibits “cruel and 
unusual punishment.” It is quite possible 
that some civil liberties organization will 
in due course seek the judicial outlawing 
of execution as the ultimate in the ‘cruel 
and unusual.” we 

Strangely enough, this field of consti- 
tutional law has hitherto been side- 


stepped by the courts. This is partly 
because of the traditional hesitation of 
the judiciary to enter into fields of 
emotional .controversy, partly due to 
fears of accusations of ‘‘judicial legisla- 
tion,”’ and partly because it is quite clear 
that the founding fathers, when they 
drew up the constitution, did not view 
killing as ‘“‘cruel and unusual”. In its 
widespread form, this is a. relatively 
contemporary belief. 

And it is becoming widespread. 
Opinion polls show that half the people of 
the Unted States oppose capital punish- 
ment. This fact leads to the current 
controversy that may effectively end the 
practice altogether, even without the 
passage—of legislation by additional 
states; lawyers are appealing against the 
exciusion from jury duty in capital cases 
of prospective jurors who admit that they 
have scruples against capital punish- 
ment. This, they say, denies defendants 
a representative jury and faces then’ 
with one biased toward the prosecution. 

It is an interesting point, and it went 
to the Supreme Court this weck.

Fleet Street Back to 


‘AKING up where it left off last fall, 

Britain's ‘‘serious’’ Sunday press 
had waded, with knives flashing, into the 
deep waters of international espionage, 
there to explore the a 
possibility that Soviet 
agents close to Gen- 
eral de Gaulle have 
been responsible for 
his an ti-American- 
ism. The first plunge, 
in which The Ob- 
Server and The Sun- 
day Times competed 
furiously, was the 
detailed disclosure of 7 Traynor 
spy Kim Philby’s 
free-wheeling betrayal of the British 
secret intelligence services. The sequel, 
in which the competition is no less 
interse, has predictably been styled “The 
Case of the French Philby.” 

Disclosure is not the only preoccupa- 
tion in this round, however. A highly 
significant deepening of the rivalry has 
resulted in a thorough exploration of 
undercurrents: The propaganda windfall 
to the Soviet Union and the somewhat 
incompatible—possibility.that. the_story 
has been planted. by the -American 
Central Intelligence Agency to discredit 
Gen. de-Gaulle and ‘his’ ‘intelligence 
service. 

The Observer set the pace by 
recounting allegations that one vf Gen, 
dé Gaulle’s advisers was a Soviet spy. 
But it has since cited evidence that the 
story is being blown out of proportion; 


the: paper has treated sympathetically 
French and American protests that the 
affair  unjustifiably embarrasses the 
West and plays into the hands of Sovict 
intelligence, the KGB. 

The suggestion is that an explosive 
hypothesis has been built on dischisures 
about events of the early ‘60s, when 
extensive Soviet ‘spy operations came to 
light. The hypothesis, in this reading of 
the situation, is that there was a cover- 
up in France which left Gen. de Gualle 
under Soviet influence. 


The evidence adduced against the 
hypothesis is that since 1962 there has 
been a purge of French officials 
suffic‘ert to heal the rift that had opened 
up between the French and American 
agencics. They are said to have chused 
ranks over the current affair. 


Undercut

Backup evidence beyond the de 
Vosjoly story has not so far appeared, 
and no light has-been cast on the identity 
of the individual in question. (The editors 
brushed aside the name of a prominent 
Gaullist advisor put forward clsewhere.) 


The paper predicted the ‘most 
explosive espionage scandal since the 
war,” but has displayed some neryous- 
ness about possible pitfalls. It has sought 
to disassociate this version from _éits 
“highly colored’ semi-fictional counter- 
part, the novel Topaz by the American 
author Leon Uris. The latter is a friend 
of Mr. de Vosjoly. The French satirical 
journal, Canard Enchaine,. has indirectly 
comé ‘under attack for suggesting that 
the story is a CIA plant to embarrass 
France. It. has been claimed ‘that the 
Americans made efforts to prevent the 
publication of the de Vosjoly memoirs. 


Pitfalls aside, The Sunday Times 
articles undoubtedly raise several large 
questions. The first-is simply: What 
validity is there in the presumption that 
Mr. de Vosjoly's unpurged advisor was a 
sinister force who continues even now to 
subvert French policy? Have reviews 
since Mr, de Vosjoly's time perhaps put 
some suspect individuals ina different 
light? 

A second basic question arises from 
Mr. de Vosjoly’s claim that he was told 
to take up spying against the Americans. 
Is there truth in the suggestion that 
French intelligence has become the anti- 
American tool of the Soviet Union?

Just as the great Hebrew 
poet, Nachman Bialik, once 
upbraided. Russian Jews for 
crying out after a pogrom “a 
penny for my wounds,” and 
for ,appealing to their’ tor- 
mentors for justice, so tuday, 
the black poets are telling 
their-people_to_get_up-off their 
knees and. to quit asking for 
any help from those who 
forced them on to their knees. 

Both the Jews and the 
Negroes have been sustained 
by visions of a Paradise Lust 
from which they were forcibly 
uprooted: The Jews by the 
great dispersion, the Negroes 
by slavery. And most re 
cently, both have undergone 
fierce internal conflicts be- 
tween nationalists and assimi- 
lationists. 

This turning away from the 
paths of assimilation has been~ 
accompanied, in both cases, 
by marked. hvstility to the 
persecuting world around 
them. ‘Scratch a gentile and 
you find an anti-Semite,” is 
today ‘Scratch whitey and 
you find a racist.” * 

As with the Jews, the 
Negroes often long passion- 
ately for their own soil, their 
own “homeland,” their own 
jdentity, their own culture. 
Both take refuge in the idea 
of having a special soul; the

U.S. Negroes today—not 
just. the black militants—fre- 
quently draw analogies be- 
tween their own experience 
and those of the Jews under 
Hitler: they also. compare 
their possible fate with what 
happened to the Indians.

Negroes call their 
“Soulville.”’ 

There are, of course, obvi- 
ous differences between the 
Jewish and Negro communi- 
ties, but the striking simi- 
larity is that, throughout the 
black man’s diaspora experi- 
ence in North America, two 
strands have run through his 
life: the one demanding ‘‘in’’ 
to the U.S. society, seeing the 
risé of the black bourgeoisie 
as a “hype for the future;" 
and the ‘other -demanding 
“out’—the black state sepa- 
ratists, the  back-to-Africa 
Garveyites and, now, - the 
advocates of Black Power. 

Ultimately, what’ kind of 
host will white America prove 
to be to the Negroes? In 
certain circumstances, all 
majority peoples show they 
are capable of behaving with 
great brutality, particularly 
when they feel themselves to 
be threatened by an “alien” 
internal presence, 

Such feelings are most 
easily excited when a country 
feels» uncertain about itself: 
as did Tsarist. Russia at the 
beginning of this century and 
as did Germany in the 1930s; 
and as may a United States, 
faced with frustration in Viet- 
nam and with burning cities 
at home.

Jews who needed to escape 
the uncertainties of discrim- 
inating societies to lead more 
normal lives, Above all, it 
strengthened the morale and 
standing of Jews throughout 
the world. 

Africa offers no Zion for the 
22 million black citizens of the 
United States. Nevertheless, 
the rise of more than 40 
independent black states in 
the past decade has greatly 
strengthened their ~ morale: 
What deeply divides them now 
are the goals which they 
ought to pursue — and the 
tactics to be used in achieving 
them. 

Black Power as a slogan 
does not itself divide. the 
Negro. militants from the 
middle class: both accept it 
as“meaning that at present all 
real power in the United 
States is in the hands of 
whites. Both wish to mobilize 
the protential economic and 
political power of the nation’s 
22 million black citizens. 

To this, the militants would 
add that black Americans’ 
potential power should” be 
allied tothe forces’ of the 
largely™eolored ‘Third 
World.” 


Riots Came Before Slogan 


The slogan Black Power did 
not bring violence into big 
US. cities: the riots. had 
started ' two years . before 


Stokeley Carmichael first be- feeding on vidtence-wilt_pre-—— 


gan to use it. 

Its advocates, however, did 
come out against non-violence 
as preached by Dr. King; they 
began to insist on the right of 
blacks to use guns; they made 
the language of violence 
fashionable among_ black 
Americans. In this, they re- 
sembled), the more militant 
Zivnists. 

As with the Jews, the idea 
of using force was new to the 
downtrodden Negroes. There 
had been some black violence 
in U.S. history — the slave 
risings, the riots after the 
First World War in Chicago 
and in the Second World War 
in Detroit. But it had been 
only sporadic. Now, the link- 
ing vf black violence to the 
demand for Black Power has 
produced a new situation. 

The relevant question in this 
situation is not whether the 
black revolutionaries can. suc- 


ceed, but what will be the 
effect on U:S, society — and 
on the wider world —-of the 
impending clash. Violence 


dictably sharpen the psycho- 
pathological elements which 
are present, in both com- 
munities. 

A feeling: of alienation 
dominates the mood of black 
anger. It finds expression in 
withdrawal from white society 
and culture, in total disbelief 
in promises of goodwill, in 
taunts and threats. 

The most worrying element 
in the mvod of black anger is 


its nihilism: “If we can’t get - 


justice, we're going to tear 
this co.untry apart,” Car- 
michael has said. 

It is astonishing how often 
in conversations,. even with 
sober-minded, middle-class 
Negroes, one comes up 


against the fear of genocide. 

Malcolm X in his autobiog- 
raphy wrote: ‘‘Our nation was 
born “in geniocide when it 
embraced the doctrine that 
the original American, the

Indian, was an inferior 
race.... We are perhaps the 
only nation which tried as a 
matter of national policy to 
wipe out its indigenous popu- 
lation,” 

White U.S. society has 
assumed that its dilemma 
over color could be gradually 
resolved by absorbing mvre 
and more black people into its 
expanding middle class. Suc- 
cess or failure has -accord- 
ingly been measured by the 
rate at .which the black 
middle class is expanding... 

This “black bourgeoisie’’ 
has been expected to act as 
defenders of U.S. society 
against the black millions who 
remain outside. But now the 
reality of this hope has been 
brutally questioned by the 
terrible implacability of Black 
Power, 

While Black Power seeks to 
raise the morale of, Negroes, 
by teaching them to dare to 
act like white Americans, 
there is another more subtle 
and painful element within 
this struggle: the struggle for 
black manhood. 

Black militants! are fighting 
not only against white U.S. 
life; they also offer a radical 
dose of treatment for what 


Malcolm X has called the 
“sickness of the black man in 
North America’: therapy for 
a community which acqui- 
esces in and collaborates with 
a system that keeps it apart 
as the bottom dog in a white 
man's society. 

‘Ullric Haynes Jr., a former 
member of the White House 
staff, said: “The Negro male 
has become conscivus that he 
is not a true man; too often 
he has abdicated. family re- 
sponsibilities; too often he 
doesn’t work. .. Black 
Power invites him to act like 
a man in displaying feats of 


strength and daring.” 


What the black militants 
are doing is to dramatize the 
attitudes of the “new Negro.” 
But what are these attitudes? 

First, a fierce assertion that 
the black community must 
assume responsibility for 
itself. It is the spirit vf the 
Negro youth in Detroit who 
says: ‘‘We want to do things 
ourselves, We’re going to help 
ourselves, whether whitey 
likes it or not. They’re willing 
to share some of the corn and 


‘taters with us, but when it 


gets right down to the nitty- 
gritty of power, they aren’t 
sharing anything.” 


An.End to Collaboration 


Along with the demand for 
ending white paternalism goes 
the demand for ending ‘‘blatk 
collaboration’—a repudiation 
of those elements’ in the 
Negro middle class suspected 
of serving the interests of the 
status quo. 


The new Negro is in revolt 
against centuries of hypocrisy 
and promises; the most 
familiar war chant in the 
ghetto is: ‘‘Tell it to us like-it 
is.” He suspects everything he 
is told by whites: his revolt is 
against the “nigger men- 
tality” as well as against 
white supremacy. 


The- game of “taunting 
whitey” is a dare game; the 
Negro is daring himself to 
stand up to “whitey.” 

The positive aspect of the 
destructiveness of rioting is 
stressed by the noted U.S. 
sociologist, Dr. Kenneth B. 
Clark: “Direct vbservation of 
the “young Negroes reveals 
that they. are not only de- 


structive; but in the process 
of destroying are seeking to 
affirm. They are affirming 
their power to destroy.” 

In this new mood there is a 
turning away from demands 
for integration toward greater 
separatism, There is now 
beginning a resistance to 
dispersal from their ghettus— 
é¢ither because they believe 
that to hope for integration is 
unrealistic, or because they 
fear that dispersal will dilute 
their chances of mobilizing 
black voting and economic 
power. 

Their immediate political 
demand is for political control 
over their own neighborhoods. 
They. are’ now much less 
interested in integrated 
schools than in “decent 
schools,” controlled by them- 
selves. Their desire for social 
integration has visibly de- 
clined. Robert Maynard, the 
urban affairs correspondent of 
The Washington Post, himself 
a Negro, wrote:“The feeling 


Urge New Research 
On Aspirin's Effects

The drug North Americans 
use most — common aspirin 
— profoundly changes the 
structure of our blood plasma, 
three California investigators 
have reported. 

They have as yet proved no 
ill effects of this chemical 
change, said Drs, R. Neal 
Pinckard, David Hawkins and 
Richard S. Farr. 

But, in view of aspirin's 
“widespread and indiscrimi- 
nate use,” they recommend 
serious investigation of its 
effects. 

Drs. Pinckard and Hawkins 
are research fellows and Dr. 
Farr is head of clinical 
biology at the Scripps Clinic 
and Research Foundation, San 
Diego, They made their report 
to the Federation of American 
Societies for . Experimental 
Biology. 

“Aspirin is a good drug,” 
eaid Dr, Farr, a well-known 
allergist, in an interview. ‘‘It 
is a drug we need. But this 
situation obviously requires 
some investigation.”” 


To help guide the average 
aspirin-user, Drs, Pinckard 
and Hawkins said: 

“Tf you're taking aspirin for 
good medical reason, we'd say 
continue.” But its main phar- 
macological “properties are 
that it is an analgesic — it 
‘lowers pain. It has vahrable 
anti-inflammatory activity. It 
lowers. teriperature. 

“Many people indiscrimi- 
mately use it as a universal 
remedy for insomnia, upset 
stomach, 
think of. Actually no one 
should take aspirin or any 


anything .you can. 


medicine without a good 
reason.” ~ 

What the Californians found, 
specifically, is that aspirin 
changes the structure of our 
serum albumin, one of the 
major proteins in human 
blood plasma. 

They observed this in 
plasma specimens from 
rheumatoid arthritis patients, 
then in specimens from nor- 


_mal subjects. 


e 

They also studied aspirin’s 
effect- in the test tube, by 
labeling aspirin molecules 
with | radioactive carbon. 
Tracing the two parts of the 
molecule, the acetyl part and 
the salicylate part’— aspirin 
is—acetylsalicylic_acid.—_ they 
found it is the acetyl that 
combines with albumin. 

And the acetyl must com- 
bine with albumin not only in 
the blood plasma ‘but also 
elsewhere in the body. Albu- 
min is common in many_of 
our tissues. 

The California group went 
on to find — only in the test 
tube to date — that the acetyl 
ean attach itself to many 
other body constituents. These 
include other blood « plasma 
proteins (including -disease- 
fighting antibodies), key 
enzymes and both DNA and 
RNA, the cell's genetic 
guides. 

Whether or not any of these 
constituents are actually 
altered by aspirin_in the body 
remains to be learned. 

However, the group said? 


"Tf this proves to be the case;- 


one would. expect a wide 
variety of physiologic and 
pathologic changes,”*

is for separation. It goes down 
to the lowest level, and 
expresses a desire to see the 
end of the white people 
around them.” 

The black militants offer at 
least four alternatives for 
restructuring U.S. society: 

—Permanent separation into 
one or several black states. 

—Tem porary withdrawal 
from direct participation in 
the politics of ‘white’ Amer- 
ica” to concentrate on build- 
ing strong black communities 
by mobilizing their’ spirit. of 
community self-help. In 
effect, this program amounts 
to a. demand for black local 
government by devolving 
power to black-controlled city 
halls. 

—A violent struggle—linked 
to the tri-continental - revolu- 


tionary struggle of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America—as 
a way of breaking the white 
monopoly of world power. 

—A ‘nihilistic . struggle of 
violence with the object of 
making conditions sv painful 
for white America as to 
complete an undefined recon- 
struction of the U.S. political 
system. 

The first of these. courses is 
advocated by the Nation of 
Islam (the Black Muslims) 
led by the aging prophet 
Elijah Muhammad, whose 
most famous disciple is Cas- 
sius Clay (Muhammed Ali). 
Their propaganda against 
“the white devil’ is © as 
relentless as H. Rap Brown's; 
but, unlike him, they are 
opposed to violence, riots and 
looting. 


Nation Within a Nation 


Separate black states are 
also advocated by the Henry 
brothers of Detroit=Milton, a 
lawyer, and Richard, a tech- 
nical writer. They favor the 
creation of five black states— 
possibly in Mississippi, Flor- 
ida, Alabama, Georgia and 
Louisiana. Unlike the Mus- 
lims, the Henrys provide a 
theory of violence linked to the 
establishment of a permanent 
“nation within a ration." 

A 1964 Newsweek poll 
showed that only 5 per cent of 
Negroes favored separate 
statism while 15 per cent 
were unsure; the rest were 
opposed for a variety of 
reasons. But the separatists 
believe that support for their 
cause will surge up—as a 
young Detroit journalist put 
it—‘“‘after the coming, violent 
conflict finally convinces 
everybody that whites are. just 
not going to live with blacks.” 

Another group of separatists 
favors the idea of autonomous 
“black lands,” while rejecting 
the creativn of separate 
states. They want blacks to 
control the ground they now 
hold—mainly in the large 
cities. 

Is there, it may be asked, 
nd alternative to accepting 


—in one form or another— 
the concept of ° “a nation 
within a nation’? Can no 
effective alternative be pro- 
duced to cool off black 
militancy? 

Many Americans—white as 
well as black—now accept the 
need to acknowledge some 
form of separation as a stage 
toward integration. But by no 
means do all Negroes reject 
integration as the ultimate 
goal : 

What one is witnessing’ is a 
sharpening of the centuries- 
old conflict within- the Negro 
soul (as within the Jewish 
soul) between nationalism and 
assimilation. 

But because U.S, white 
society has, so far, proved 
itself quite unable to assimi- 
late its black citizens,’ the 
current black militant demand 
for separate communities will 
certainly get a good -hearing. 

Thinking Americans make 
no effort to hide their deep 
anxieties about the depth of 
the color crisis. The question 
put to more than 100 leading 
Americans was whether they 
believed their political system 
was flexible enough to adjust 
to the basic demands of the 22 
million Negroes, and, if it

“The prejudices that 
greeted the Italians, Poles 
and Jews was hever as 
formidable a barrier, because 
white. “Americans generally 
realized. they were discrim- 
inating against those who 
came from where they them- 
selves had come from; it was 
a case of discrimination 


a wegainst one’s own kind, 


“Now, you're dealing with a 
pathological obsession, The 
issues involved have thrown 


America into a turmoil far 
more dangerous than even 
acute observers can see.” 

Herbert Hall, national labor 
secretary. of the National 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, said: 
“I don’t believe that white 
America will respond in a 
positive way: hence we face a 
period of the. ‘stockade so- 
ciety.’ All the powerful inter- 
ests in American society are 
for not altering the national 
priorities. Therefore, the only 
alternative is repression, 

“Tf this is true, then we 
face a period of terrible 
authoritarianism, increasing 
racial disturbances in the 
cities; growing “reaction of 
white people who will favor 
more repression, making for a 
national mood ‘favoring irra- 
tional behavior. Thus we face 
the prospect of increased 
racial violence and increased 
racial polarization.”’ 

Here are the voices of & 
troubled nation. The more 
optimistic -have little besides 
their hopes to justify their 
optimism, Many in high 
places confess they do not see 
how the crisis can be beaten, 
even while believing that it 
will. While some, fearfully see 
the approach of a domestic 
fascism, others. believe the 
nation will not be. dragged 
down so far. 

What--seems—clear —is..that. 
the next decade is going to be 
crucial for the United States.

If 1 win my case in a civil 
action, who pays my, lawyer? 


MR. MURPHY: With re- 
spect. to legal fees I would 
direct your attention to the 
program Which you received 
when you caine into the 
theatre this evening and also 
to the remarks made by Mr. 
Cowan earlier because on the 
third page headed Legal Fees 
this does mention the ar- 
rangements that you. make 
with your own solicitor 

Winning or losing a lawsuit 
does not determine at all who 
pays those fees, The person 
who. retains the lawyer pays 
the lawyer. 

If you win the lawsuit: you 
are entitled generally speak- 
ing to recover costs from” the 
other party. 

These costs belong to. you 
and will serve to reduce in 
smal] measure perhaps and in 
large méasure the fees that 
you are called upon to pay 
your own solicitor. 

If. you. lose the then 
you nof only have to pay your 
own solicitor but you have to 
pay the costs of the other side 
as well.

MRS. ISHERWOOD: The 
answer to that question, Mr. 
Moderator, is that an agree- 
ment for the sale of land 
made on a Sunday is void by 
reason of a statute called the 
Lord's Day Act.

or other personal property or 
any real estate or to carry on 
or transact business of his

There are exceptions in the 
Act and they refer-to works of 
necessity and merey and you 
can quite see that-such acts 
such work would be permitted 
on Sunday and then it 
come to your mind that you 
know somebody. who works on 
Sunday, he might have a store 
or some sort of business and 
that too is provided in the 
exception by some Provincial 
or Municipal regulation, how- 
ever, where we have heard 
that the better the day the 
better. the deed doesn't apply 
when if comes to buying a 
house, so for real estate 
contraets the thing to keep in 
mind is-tNever-en-Sunday.”'

Does anybody commit any 
offence if he carries a partly 
consumed bottle of liquor in 
his car? 


MR. OWEN-FLOOD: The 
best view appears to be that 
you do not commit an offence 
if you carry a” partly con- 
sumed bottle of liquor in your 
ear providing you don't vio- 
late any of the following 
conditions: firstly, of course, 
the first condition is you must 
be an adult you must be over 
21, the second condition is 
that you mustn’t be drinking 
while you operate your car 
any court would hold that if 
you are drinking while you 
are driving your car you 
wouldn't be driving with the 
due care and attention that 
the Jaw requires, and thirdly, 
of course, you mustn't have 
your car parked in a public 
place because if you did and 
were drinking in a_ public 
place you would. be commit- 
ting the offence of drinking in 
a public-_place which would be 
unlawful,- and fourthly the 
liquor, of course, shouln’t be 
something unlawful which is 


smuggled~in or absinth or 
-seme—other_liquor__that—is 
illegal—it must be ~ liquor 


which you have Jegally. come 
by. So I think that the general 
answer is that you do. not 
commit an offence if you are 
earrying a partly consumed 
bottle: of liquor in your car 
providing you aie not drinking 
from .it. 

Nevertheless, it~ is - perhaps 
not a wise bg to do because 
if ,you have -&n accident it 
would not look ‘too good. 

My parents have no assets 
and no income, who is respon- 
sible for their support? 


MRS. ISHERWOOD: Now 
this is a good question. 
No assets and no income 
leaves a -person in a pretty 
bad way. There are two 
wrincipal sources from which 
support can come depending 
upon the age of the parents. 
We'll take first. of all those 
who are of an age to qualify 
or. old-age: pension. 

This form of support is 
available this year to people 
who attain their. sixty-sixth 
yirthday, they apply this year 
and the payment begins on 
January 1, 1969. Next -year 
thése who are sixty-five will 


x permitted to apply and 
their’ payments ~ will” begin 
en. January “1st, 1970, and 
thereafter the age of sixty- 
five will -be~the—year—that 
governs application for old- 
age pension unless there. is 
some later change in the 


regulations. 

Then as to the amount this 
year the pension is seventy-six 
dollars and fifty cents ($76.50) 
a_ month and~certain people 
are permitted to -apply for 
what is called supplemental 
allowanee in the amount of 
thirty dollars and sixty cents 
($30.60) so if they qutalify the 
total amount payable is one 
hundred and seven dollars and 


ten cents ($107.10) a month. 
This supplemental allowance 
is available . fo. people and 


would be available in this 
case to the parents who have 
no assets and no.income and 
if a single person has other 
income than, seven dun- 
dred and forty-four dollars 
($744.00) a year he qualifies 
for some supplemental -allow- 
ance. 

The amount is increased for 
husband and wife whose com- 
bined {income is than 
fourteen hundred and eighty- 
eight dollars ($1,488.00) and 
there is also provision if one 
personis married the other is 
a pensioner, if one. person is 
working and the other is a 
pensioner the ‘ allowance is 
paid if the income is less than 
)} twenty-four hundred and six 
dollars ($2,406.00) a year.

and that. is -where social 
assistance is given by. the 
Province of British Columbia 
and by City and Municipali- 
lies. T 

This assistance is given to 
anyone eighteen years and up 
in cases of need and in cases 
where the person is un- 
employable and has no means 
of support. 

In such categories a single 
person can receive seventy- 
five dollars. ($75.00) per 
month, a married person one 
hunjred and twenty-five dol- 
lars ($125.00) per month. 

This is given as a result of 
a means test and the amount 
can be reduced by the amount 
of any other income which a 
person has. 

If a person is employable, 
but temporarily out of work 
and out of funds temporary 
assistance: is given and it is 
usually food allowance, some- 
times-an overage is paid for 
rent allowance. 


Grant Scale. 
Uniform 


When one spouse goes on 
the old-age pension there is a 
provincial. allowance of a 
reduced ‘amount for the other 
spouse. 

This scale of payment is 
pretty well uniform through- 
out. the province and with 
cities and municipalities. Now 


some support 


when we stop to consider 
where this assistance comes 
fram, the actual answer is 


who is responsible for their 
support—it’s you and me 
brother, we're responsible for 
their support because the 
assistance comes* from - the 
taxes generally collected and 
that’s what you and I pay. 

If I allow my son to use my 
var and he lends it to his 
friend without my knowledge, 
would I be liable to pay 
damages if that friend caused 
an aceident while operating 
my car? 

MR, MURPHY: Well I hope 
I can give a popular answer, 
it seems that all my other 
colleagues have”and I had the 
opportunity of answering the 
first question and-<generally 
speaking,- I gather it was 
rather unpopular, however, if 
you loan your car to your son 
or your daughter, if the son or 
daughter in turn loans it to 
someone else and gets into an 
accident, generally’ speaking ys 
you are not liable for any 
Gamages occasioned by that 
car-and by anyone driving it 
with his permission. 


Implied 
Consent 


Now I say generally ~be- 
cause there is.a hooker in the 
section and it. refers to a 
person driving the car with 
the owner's express consent 
or implied consent—now if 
you loan the car °*to your son 
and it- has become a custom 
of his to let his girlfriend 
drive it and you have become 
aware of that faet and you 
have condoned it or permitted 
the situation to go on and then 
there is the implied consent 
that the girlfriend. car drive 
it,* that is she has your 
implied permission although 
you: may not have given_her 
the car or any time directly 
id that'she could drive it. 

Now if in that situation, the 
girlfriend happens to be driv- 
ing the car, and gets into an 
accident, it would be my 
opinion that‘you as the owner 
would be liable.. Thank-you. 

Are all judges and magis- 
trates former lawyers? 

MR. OWEN-FLOOD: All 
judges are former lawyers 
ahd that's to say the judges, 
the county-court;-the-supreme 
court, the appellate division of 
the supreme court of Canada. 

In. regard to judges of the 
family court and in regard to 
magistrates all of them have 
a legal background.

Many: of them are lawyers, 
but some of them are officials 
who have acquired their legal 
background by virtue of work- 
ing in jobs which are con- 
nected with the laws such as 
the RCMP in the court system 
and that sort of thing, but 
they all have a legal back- 
ground, they all have a 
knowledge of the law, but the 
only difference is that in some 
instances the knowledge of the 
law has been acquiréd by 
virtue of working at law as 
opposed to not only working 
at it but having a professional 
training in it, but they all 
have legal background and as 
I say all of the judges are 
lawyers and some of the 
magistrates are lawyers. 
Thank-you. 

I received a bill for repairs 
to my automobile, the bill 
states that if I don’t pay the 
account in ten days, I will be 
charged interest at one per- 
cent per month—if I don’t pay 
the account in ten days am I 
liable Tor-the interest? 


WR. 
Well an awful,lot of questions 
about cars. tonight, but then 
one seems to get an awful lot 
of bills for one's car and as to 
interest in general by the old 
Canonite Church. law -it ‘used 
to be considered sinful for a 
Christian to take any interest 
at all, and well be that as it 
may, the English Common 
Law took a more realistic 
view, hiked the rate to 10 per- 
cent in the reign of Henry the 
Eighth; cut it back to 5 per- 
cent in the reign of Queen 
Anne and today the Federal 
Interest Act allows interest 
rates to prance in toplessness, 
however, that is mere gen- 
eralization, our question is 
specific and it’s a good one 
too because it points to the 
extraordinarily sloppy state of 
the law on the subject in B.C, 


There’s no problem on this 


question ‘where interest has 
already been provided or 
where your debtor simply 
bows his head and meekly 
submits, but in the other 
cases here in B.C. we're 
thrown back. and have to 


follow the old cobwebby Eng- 
lish civil procedure act of 1833 
usually called “Lord Tenston’s 
Act and this provides that a_ 
jury of trial or in effect the 
court may allow . interest 
ereditea ata rate not exceed- 
ing the  eurrent rate of 
intefest and two wings of the 
act, the first of them we can 
forget about because it’s only 
applicable where the demand 
arises under some very 
solemn document but the one 
in our question isn’t a solemn 
document, it’s a bill. and for 
our purposes the act says this, 
it. says: that the jury’ may 
make this interest or Where 
there is a definite sum owing 
and ‘only if a demand in

writing the sum in question 
being made and that's not all 
it’s also got to have a notice 
that interest is going to be 
claimed from the date of this 
demand until the payment and 
so you see it’s only the court 
that knows in*any particular 
case what the proper rate of 
interest is going to be it’s only 
the court that the creditor has 
to satisfy that he has made a 
proper demand on his debtor. 

Well you might think that if 
the sum notice on the bill 
saying that if the account isn't 
paid in ten days surely that’s 
sufficient demand. 

As’ you can: see for your- 
selves. one per-cent interest 
per month isn’t at all the 
same thing as one per cent 
per, annum and I think that is 
likely to be considered as 
excessive by the court and I 
don’t think the statement on 
the bill is a sufficient demand 
of law to make me liable for 
interest in this instance had 
they thrown at me a special 
separate and gift wrapped 
amount to pay the definite 
month—-per._fixed-date_plus. 
some notice- saying on failure 
to do so I’d have to pay well 
five per cent per annum or 
less interest well then I'd 
think that the court of law 
would probably award that 
interest. 


Putting Cart 
Before Horse’ 


But you see for yourselves 
what.a cart or court. before 
the horse this situation in- 
volves where only a court can 
say what rate can be charged 
and whether there’s sufficient 
demand, 

What I like about the 
question is it spells out the 
need for some amendment to 
our B.G.-law on the subject 
but. don’t blame-the Attorney- 
General's Department they're 
working overtime to clear up 
the anomalies in our Act. 

Is it the duty of the 
prosecutor fo try to win a 
conviction in all cases which 
he prosecutes? 


MR. MURPHY: Well if. it 
was his duty I think the D. A. 
in the Perry Mason show 
would have been fired about 
seven years ago. 

Fortunately here in Canada 
and the rest of the British 
Empire and those parts gen- 
erally speaking that follow 
British Law that is not 
so—you may have peceived a 
contrary opinion from watch- 
ing American television shows 
dealing with prosecutors and 
attorneys, D.A.’s, I don’t 


really know what the situation 
is down there but I do believe 
in. certain jurisdictions it is

from the number of convic- 
tions he has got to his credit. 

In our country in our 
system a district attorney as 
such does not exist; we have 
What is known as a crown 
attorney and he is appointed 
sometimes permanently, 
sometimes only for a_ short 
period of time. . 

He does not owe his ap- 
pointment to the number of 
convictions that he gets; but 
only whether or not he does 
his. job well. I have before me 
the Criminal Code of Canada 
—I'd like to read very briefly 
from one or two cases which 
can put this matter more 
specifically and in better 
words than I ean. 

@ne judge states that the 
position of prosecuting council 
in a criminal case is not that 
of an ordinary. council in a 
civil case but that he is acting 


jn—a——quasi-judicial__capacity 


and ought to regard himself 
as part of the court that while 
he was there to conduct his 
case to do it at his discretion, 
but with a feeling of responsi- 
bility not as if trying to obtain 
a~—verdict and this is import- 
ant but to assist the judge in 
fairly putting the case before 
the jury and nothing more 
and in another case it was 
stated the counsel for 
prosecution ought to regard 
themselves. as ministers of 
justice and not to struggle for 
a conviction nor to be be- 
trayed by feelings of profes- 
sional rivalry to regard the 
question of an issue. as one 
with professional superiority 
and a contest. for skill and 
quieminence. 


MR. TYRWHITT - DRAKE: 
That settles that. I must say I 
was very glad to see this on 
here, -I think too many people 
get carried away by watching 
American television and get a 
very distorted idea of the law 
from it and also the. pro- 
cedures are- entirely different 
on television and in fact. 


On_ Having 
Guilty Mind 


Suppose this situation exists 


*“ where a person writes two 


cheques ... one to pay a 
charge, account ‘and the other 
for groceries. He intends to 
put money in his bank account 
the next day to cover the 
cheques but forgets to do so 
and as a result both. cheqtfes 
bounce. Has he committed a 
criminal offence? 

MR, OWEN-FLOOD: Well I 
think the answer to. that is 
that on the face of it the fact 
that the two cheques were 
issued .. , the fact that they 
bounced . . . that you had a 
case to answer. Now if you 
could show to the court that 
you genuinely had forgotten 
. .,. that this wasn’t just a ques- 
tion... that it was absolutely 
genyine on -your part . .’. you 
Yee well then of 
ec the court would acquit 
you. because you wouldn’t 
have had the guilty mind and 
you're only guilty. of a crimi- 
nal offence of this type if you 
actually have the guilty mind: 

But I think you would have 
to go further than simply say 
to the court you forgot to put 
the money in, you’d have to 
have your testimony cor- 
roborated by some evidence 
to the effect that for instance 
you had the funds .. . to be 
able to show that you had the 
funds available . . . say. the 
money at home and you 
meant to bring it down to the 
bank. 

If you could support your 
testimony with some genuine 
testimony’ as well as to the 
effect that. you had the funds 
available well then I think 
the court would acquit you 
the court would either: accept 


the - 


that you had genuinely for- 
gotten or even if the court 
had doubts about the matter 


"if your evidence was such that 


the court would feel ... . well 
there was a reasonable doubt 

. the court avill, of course, 
give you that reasonable 
doubt because everyone is 
presumed innocent: until 
proven guilty and of coursé, 
the person may. only be 
convicted if and only if the 
Crown: can prove that he was 
guilty, that he had the guilty 
mind is one of the essential 
factors beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 

But I don't think it would be 
sufficent to simply to testify 
on oath to the court that well 
you forgot to put the money 
in.-I think that the accused 
would have to. go further ‘than 
that and show that he had the 
money or he had a reasonable 
expectation of having — the 
money and that there was 
some reason why he forgot. 

But: providing that it was 
genuine that he forgot well 
then of course he wouldn't 
have committed a_ criminal 
offence because he. wouldn't 
have had a ‘guilty mind. It 


would have been an accident_ 


or an unintentional omission. 
sion. 

How can I evict a tenant 
who refuses to pay his rent 
and refuses to leave? 


MRS. ISHERWOOD: Well, 
now we have to get a bit 
tough. The first step is that 
you would give the tenant a 
final notice and there seems 
to be a little misunderstand- 
ing about notices, what 
notices a person is permitted 
to give and when and to 
whom. 

I'll deal first of all with the 
regular one-month notice. 

This can be given at any 
time, at any season, summer, 
winter, fall. 

It can be given to any 
person young or old or any 
status. During war time there 
were provisions by which 
tenancies were frozen, rents 
were.frozen, and notices 
couldn’t be given at certain 
times and people still have 
the lingering idea that some 
of these regulations apply. 

But that’s not so... so if you 
don't want the tenant in, you 
can give him a notice to get 
out. 

You don’t have to have any 
particular reason, you don't 
have to require the accommo- 
dation yourself but you give 
him’ the notice and the one 
thing particularly to remem- 
ber is. that the notice must be 
directed, that isto say his 
term: ‘must’ ‘be stated to 
terminate at the end—of the 
coming month. 


One Month’s 
Notice 


He. must have one clear 
month and if his rent is due 
on the first then you would 
give him his notice before the 
first or not later than on the 
first itself directed to the end 
of that month to come and he 
would :thereby have one clear 
month. 

If his rent was due on ‘the 
first, you wouldn't give him 
notice we'll say on the fifth to 
get out at the end of that 
month . .. he wouldn’t have a 
clear month’s notice and you 
wouldn’t give him notice to 
get out on the fifth of the 
coming month because it has 
to be directed to the end of 
his regular month. 

Well having got to that 
point you find that the tenant 
still doesn’t want to go maybe 
he likes the place cr he likes 
you or he doesn't like you and 
that is why he wants to stay. 

So then you go- to your 
lawyer and you tell him what 
you've done so far, the lawyer 
examines the ‘notice - that 
you’ve given and if it is a 
good one, then he will: take 
further proceedings. 

The next step is that he 
gives, this tenant - what is 
called a demand, for posses- 
sion, The demand has to be 
served on the tenant and the 
person serving it has to take 
‘particular note of the answer 
that the tenant gives you as 
you can imagine sometimes 
there are very colorful 
answers. 

Whatever the answer is it 
has to be included in a certain 
affidavit that the landlord 
then makes and takes to court 
... orhis lawyer does... with 
an application to the judge to 
fix the date and time of 
hearing at which. the landlord 
would seek an eviction order. 
Well usually about this time I 


~must say the tenant is getting 


a bit jittery and he realizes 
that if} he wants to hoki out 
and see the thing all the way 
through he will accept ‘this 
notice of hearing ... . he may 


go to, court when the time 
copter. 


But whether he goes to 
court or not the judge will 
proceed to. hear the matter 
and if everything is in order 
will make the eviction order 
itself. 


Next: Step: 
Possession 


The next step is that a writ 
of possession is given to the 
sheriff and the sheriff is then 
given the duty of evicting the 
tenant and. giving possession 
to the landlord. 

There’s one other thing T 
should mention, the question 
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did say if the tenant refuses 
to pay his rent -and refuses to 
leave .. . it is possible to give 
a tenant who~is in arrears 
with payment of his rent a 


shorter trotice~ than one 
month, 
He can receive immediate 


notice to vacate but the notice 
gives him the right to pay up 
his rent and stay. 

So when you have a situa- 
tion of this kind you have to 
sort of size it up: and maybe 
take a bit of a gamble and 
wonder if the tenant will go 
whether he'll have the means 
of finding the rent and paying 
up whether you'll still be say 
stuck with the tenant’ or 
whether he will leave the 
same procedure of giving him 
a demand, there’s the applica- 
tion to the ‘registrar of the 
court, issue of a summons and 
finally an order of possession 
is made and- the sheriff 
proceeds to evict the tenant. 

But if the tenant does pay 
up he is permitted to stay. 

You therefore have to: make 
your decision beforehand as to 
whether you want to give a 
one month's notice and be 
Sure that the tenancy — is 
terminated ‘and the tennant 
will have to go or whether he 
will receive this shorter notice 
with the alternative of paying 
up. I think that’s all I'll say 
on that one Mr. Moderator. 

My .wife and—I knve no 
children, She made her will 
leaving everything to me. And 
I made a will leaving every- 
thing to her, If we are both 
killed at the same time, who 
gets our estate? 


MR. SCOTT-HARSTON : Well 
the answer to this fly now pay 
later type of chancery ques- 
tion is that the B.C. Govern- 
ment will grab. a good deal of 
the estates of both yourself 
and your’wife. 

Our survivorship and pre- 
sumption of death act says 
that where two people die at 
the same time or even in 
circumstances making it un- 
certain which of them sur- 
vived the other, well then the 
older.of the two is deemed to 
have died the first. 

Well let us suppose that in 
this case the husband is the 
eldest and as a result of that 
statute his estate passes first 
of all to his wife during that 
notional split second between 
their deaths and attracts one 
lot or duty on the way to her 
and then because his wife 
sorvived him and died imme- 
diately afterwards there’s an- 
other lot of duty to be paid on 
the wife’s death and this time 
at an even higher rate because 
it’s then. irmposed -upon both 


~theircombined—estates—whieh. 


because of the state she 
notionally owned at death. 

In such cases and they're 
called quick succession cases 
the federal government remits 
part of its taxes by way of 
quick succession relief but our 
B.C. Government does nothing 
similar to relieve its peoples 
in remitting any B.C. succes- 
sion duties which I may say 
run considerably higher than 
federal estate taxes. 


More Trouble , 
Yet to Come 


Nor is the family trouble 
ever at just. that. 

You see the will hasn't said 
who is going to get the wife's 
property if the husband dies 
first or who is going to act as 
executor in his place. 

So therefore it probably is 
going tu be necessary to incur 
the expense of applying to the 
court for an administrator to 
administer the estate and to 
put up a bond twice the value 
of both the combined estates 
and by the way if the couple 
had children, the children 
would each inherit equally ‘but 
there are no. children in_this 
question and so the next of 
kin at law will take. 

And. if. you subsequently 
walk past the cemetery please 
don’t do so at night because 
you'll. probably find the hus-~ 
band ks risen. from his grave» 
on learning that his hard 
earned earthly assets ‘have 
passed this way to his wife's 


family, that is of course if 
they had no children. 
You should have heard 


some of the things the hus- 
band used to’ say about his 
mother-in-law. 

The type of will that is 
drawn for the purpose of. this 
question is that much beloved 
simple — will simple be- 
cause it’s short and everyone 
understands it. ; 

It might equally be called 
the useless will since it's~too 
infffible to meet death when 
death jumps the starfer’s gun. 
This will is obviously a home- 
made one ‘because if any 
lawyer had’ drawn it he would 
have provided for some sort 
of 14day qualifying period for 
the wife to survive to inherit 
and also for some alternative 
executor. 

Is there any. reason why T 
should retain a lawyer when I 
intend to plead guilty to u 
driving offence? 

MR.. OWEN-FLOOD: Well I 
think there is a good reason 
why it's desirable to obtain a 
lawyer even though it’s only a 
matter of pleading guilty to a 
driving offence and the reason 
is that the consequences of 
pleading guilty even. to a 
driving offence can be quite 
serious, they can effect one's 
livelihood. 

For instatice, one’s licence 
may be suspended «and one 
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truck in the front lawn.

may need one’s licence for the 
purpose of one’s work and the. 
court, even if you don't, have 
a lawyer, will.do everything 
possible to protect your rights 
in regard. to your licence but 
nevertheless the question of 
one's licence in this day and 
age is very hmportant and a 
tiwyer-as-this-is his-specialty 
would be more familiar than 
you as a lay person would be 
better able to help you than 
you could. help yourself, 


Protect 
Your Licence 


In. regard to the question in 
trying to protect your driver's 
licence in regard to possible 
suspension or disqualification 
from driving and for that 
reason I think that it's always 
good to retain a lawyer even 
though you, do intend to plead 
guilty to the driving offence. 

Certainly, you should go to 
see a lawyer and check with 
him whether or not he con- 
siders it necessary for you to 
be represented even on the 
guilty plea, It could ‘be that 
the circuristances are suc 
your lawyer will be able to 
tell you there is no need to 
have a lawyer. 

It could be that the circum- 
stances are such’ that the 
lawyer will tell you that you 
are under a misapprehension 
of law and that in actual fact 
while you thought you were 
guilty you are legally innocent 
and it could be that your 
driving licence could be im- 
portant and you need to have 
the best available representa- 
tion, 

So it's’ better to go to see 
a lawyer and find out if you 
need a‘ lawyer first rather 
than simply handling the thing 
entirely on your own.’ 

What's the procedure for 
obtaining an injunction and 
what is the purpose of an 
injunction? 

MR, MURPHY: Well’ first 
thing you do procedure wise is 
see a lawyer. What is an 
injunction I think is really the 
question that should be dealt 
with first of all and I'll just 
read a very’ brief, paragraph 
here. 


Mandatory 

id e 
Injunction 

“An injunction is. a form of 
traditional relief whereby the 
court orders a party to 
proceedings .to refrain from 
doing specified acts.which is 
known. as a restrictive injunc- 
tion or to do certain specified 
acts, mandatory injunction. 
Restiction injunctions are the 
type of things you read about 


every day, not everyday 
really, but quite frequently in 
th'e newspapers . involving 


‘Tabor disputes where the court 
orders picketers. to refrain 
from: picketing basically be- 
cause they're doing it in 
violation of the labor relations 
act. 

The other type of injunc- 
tion is a mandatory injunc- 
tion where a party ‘is com- 
pelled to do something. 

For instance, let me put it 
this way the ordinary judg- 
ment in an action is one 
involving damages if some- 
body hurts you in a motor 
vehicle accident the court will 
award you damages to com- 
penSate you for your injury 
and generally speaking it 
awards damages in both types 
of law suits ‘but. in certain 
cases damages wouldn't - be 
sufficient. 

Take a simple case, suppose 
a. neighbor insists in parking 
his truck on your front lawn. 

Now to get damages for 
that sort of thing really 
wouldn't be of any- good to 
you. : 

I don't mean’ one case 
where he's drunk and has 
dumped it there’ the night 
before but for some perverse 
reason he insists on leaving it 
on your front lawn. 


Keeping Car 
Off the Lawn 


Well you can.go to the court 
and get a mandatory injunc- 
tion, that is an order directing 
him_ to keep his truck or car 
off the lawn and if he didn’t 
do it or obey it he would be 
guilty of contempt of court. 

It differs from the ordinary 
legal remedy of damages in 
that it orders not the usual 
substitutional remedy of 
money payment but the posi- 
tive redress ' of proscribed 
behavior. 

The injunction is available 
to the litigent at the discretion 
of the court. 

It may be granted by way 
of final‘ settlement of a 
dispute which is removing 


‘that truck or-as .a temporary 


measure to prevent the occur- 
rence. of further injury until 
the dispute may be heard in 
court. 

There may be —. . maybe 
the neighbour claims that he’s 
got some right to léave the 
He 

says that front lawn really 
belongs to-me. ‘There's been a 
mistake in the boundary. 

So the court: would order ‘a 
temporary injunction to pre- 
vent him from keeping the 
truck on the front lawn until 
that issue had been decided. 

Then when the issue was de- 
cided and it was decided in 
your favor you béing the owner 
of the front lawn, the injunction 
would then be made perma- 
hent or it may in extreme 
cases be obtained. for a short 
period speedily and without 
notice to the opposing party 
before trial and this is the 
usual case in the injinction 


“to go through a 
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which the labor people com- 
plain about because it's: the 
type of injunction that” is 
obtained speedily and before 
trial and Without notice to the 
other party and it’s an 
extreme type of remedy. 


Extreme Type 
Of Remedy 


As far as the other part of 
the question is concerned 
about the procedure for. ob- 
taining a court injunction you 
really do have to see a lawyer 
because it’s not an. easy 
matter and it’s almost like 
being asked how do you 
conduct a law suit—you have 
certain 
rigmarole and appear before 
the-court. 

I'll leave it at that: See a 
lawyer. 

What deo the initial Q. C. 
mean and when is a lawyer 
entitled to use those initials? 


MR. SCOTT - HARSTON ; It 
stands for Queen's Counsel and 
1 lawyer is entitled to -use 
those initials after his name if 
he has been appointed one but 
he musn’t use it outside his 
strict practice of the law. 

Frankly; I think this ques- 
tion is a bit of a thief of, our 
time —this evening —-and—no 
doubt it's given to me on the 
maxim saying send a thief, 
catch a thief or something 
equally sneaky. Anyway, there 
weren't any before the 17th 
Century and the next. best 
things were the old sergeants 
at law. 

Francis Bacon in the year 
1604 no doubt growing weary 
of his alleged writing for 
Shakespeare and also for 
other reasons which were said 
to do him no credit prevailed 
upon Queen Elizabeth to make 
him the first ane and so he 
outranked the sergeants and 
so when good Queen Bess died 
and in those days they got a 
grant of 40 pounds—$120—un- 
fortunately that’s no longer 
the case. 

Other members then got the 
appointment most of us know 
as the gowns were then a 
little bit different made of silk 
they looked more like a bat in 
some way and in England the 
junior council is sometimes 
referred to as stuffed gowns- 
men hence the expression of 
calling the appointment there 
taking silk. 


Causes Far 
Higher Fee 


In England it’s rather a 
precious appointment in some 
ways because the Q.C, never 
appears alone in court without 
a junior and therefor causes 
a far higher fee for the 
unfortunate litigant to pay and 
the Q.C. never demeans him- 


—gerr” by~ drafting documents ~ 


giving opinions on evidence 
settling pleadings or appear- 
ing in the police court. 

Here is Canada things are a 
little bit more realistic. There 
are federal Q.C.'s, in B.C. it's 
a lieutenant-gevernor in coun- 
cil appointment made~ after 
consultation with various offi- 
cials and probably in all it's 
supposed to, give one a right 
of precedence in court after 
the attorney general and all 
those previously appointed. 

But it certainly doesn’t give 
you the right to charge any 
higher fees unfortunately and 
most of- your friends of the 
bar will write the appointment 
off to senility. 

Is it permissible for you to 
cut the branches off your 
neighbor’s tree jwhich over- 
hangs into your yard? 

MRS. ISHERWOOD: Nok in 
the garden city of Victoria, 
isn't that a good question? 
Well, the answer is that we 
must consider a man’s home 
his castle and his land as his 
very private property and 
subject to taxes and every 
invasion of that privacy is 4 
trespass, be it ever so minute. 

Now’ following that we have 
to consider that you cannot 
permit a treé to grow up and 
have its-branches go over. into 
your. neighbor's yard because 
that interferes with his 
privacy. 

And the neighbor therefore 
is permitted if he so desires 
to come along and lop off the 
branches provided he doesn’t 
go over his! own boundary 
line. So he ‘can trim your tree 
up to his boundary. 

However, the neighbor is 


~ not permitted to-do this until 


they grow over his boundary. 


Can’t Reach 
And Slash 


He can’t reach over and lop 
them off because he thinks 
they're coming that way. 

Another, reason why” the 
cutting of ~branches is per- 
mitted in some cases is that it 
is desirable as a safety 
measure. There might .. be 
danger to life or property and 
that would demand the cutting 
of the trees. 

Now this-right gives rise to 
another question, Supposing it 
is an apple tree or a pear tree 
or a-cherry tree. Does that 
then give you the right to go 
along and daily pick ‘off the 
fruit and eat it? r 

The answer to-that question 
is no. 

You see, the tree that grows 
on your neighbor's property is 
part of his property and even 
the branches are and if you 
eut them off there is even 
some question that you should 
really return them to him, 
pop’ them ovef the fence, it's 
all-part of his property. 


Therefore, the ‘apples —and 
the cherry trees are. his 
property too and it doesn’t 


& 


give you the right to go along 
eating them yourself. 

But wait until they're ripe 
and th , drop down onto your 
jard—then, then you've got it. 

Can I refuse to allow a 
policeman to search my car if 


he doesn’t hayve.a search 
warrant? 
MR. OWEN-FLOOD: You 


ean you cah refuse to allow 
a policeman to search your 
car if he doesn’t havea 
search warrant unless the 
police officer when he makes 
the ‘request for the search 
indicates that he is acting 
under one of the _ statutory 
exceptions. In~ common law 
the police officer has .no 
authority or no right to search 
your car without your permis- 
sion but statute law there are 
certain exceptions to this first 
and the key ‘exception is the 
government liquor act, section 
105, that, in fact, enipowers a 
police officer who has reason- 
ale grounds to believe there 
is illegal‘liquor in- your car to 
make a search and of course 
if the officer is searching for 
liquor ‘under that act, you've 
got to let him make the 
search. 


Police Hunt 
For Liquor 


You cannot refuse to allow 
him to make the search 
because under that act he 
doesn’t require a search war- 
rant. It's interesting though 
in a case where the officer is 
making a search and under the 
liquor “act looking for illegal 
liquor and he asked the driver 
to open the locked glove 
compartment and the ‘driver 
said ‘he would. not ‘open the 
locked glove- compartment 
and. the driver -was__subse- 
quently charged with obstruct- 
ing an officer and he was 
acquitted. 


The courts held that while 
you've got to allow the officer 
to make the search you are 
not forced to obey orders. 


That is to say if the officer 
orders -you. to open your 
locked glove compartment if 
you wish to be uncooperative, 
and I'm not suggesting that 
one should, well you are 
within your rights if you 
deecline to do so. 

Mind you, the officer is also 
within his rights if he, not- 
withstanding your refusal to 
open the locked glove com- 
partment if he takes whatever 
necessary steps and he finds 
to open the glove compart- 
ment if there turns out to be 
no illegal liquor in the glove 
compartment then of course 
you would get compensation 
but you would be in a difficult 
position if there was illegal 
liquor in the glove compart- 
ment. e 

But basically if the officer 
is searching ..under the liquor, 
act he has a right fo make a 
search if he’s looking for 
illegal liquor. 


Searching 
For Drugs 


He also has a right to make 
a search under certain other 
acts, the Customs and-Excise 
act, if he has reason to 
believe there is contraband or 
smuggled goods and likewise 
undér the narcotic controls 
act. “ 

Certain officers carry 
around with them, namely 
members of the RCMP Drug 
Squad, théy carry around with 
them, writs of assistance and 
I believe with those they also 
can.make a search without a 
search warrant. 

I understand it is possible to 
get a divorce after 3 years 
separation. Is it still neces- 
sary to have the other party's 
consent? 

MR. MURPHY: I'm very 
glad you did because there 
was a question similar to that 

. you skipped over it... 
and you asked my friend 
about his Q.C. here... I was 
a little disappointed I might 
say, but now I've got my 
chance and I'm not. going to 
muff it. 

The basic ground for 
divorce for many years has 
been adultery and -that- still 
exists in the new divorce 
legislation which incidentally 
has not yet been proclaimed 
and contrary to popular belief 
it was thought that it would 
come into effect on May 1 of 
this year but that is not so. 

It may not come in until 
perhaps June or July or even 
in the fall, the reason being 
that certain rules have to ‘be 
made up in order to deal with 
this new legislation. 


, Divorce actions are peculiar 


onto themselves and in order 
to present petitions to the 
court for divorce’ there must 
be a certain body of rules. 
The whole act changes the 


ivorce cases ‘such as the 
distinct and direct way that 
these new rules have to be 


made’ up and they're in the 
process of being done by the 
judges now and when that has 
been completed the act will be 
proclaimed as being in’ force. 


Divorce Laws 
Change in June 


But it will not. be until at 
least June of this year. 

In aay event the new 
legislation provides that adul- 
tery will be still a ground for 
divorce amongst other things 
having gone through a form of 
marriage with another person 
and has been guilty of 
sodomy, - beastiality, rape or 
engaged in. the. homosexual 
act. Those were in the exist- 
ing divoree legislation. ‘with 
the exception of engaging in 
the homosexual act. There is 


- 


& 
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also a Nevp:proviso one where 
the petitioner has been 
treated with Physical or men- 
tal cruelty, of such kind as to 
render empowerable the “con- 
tinued _ cohabitation _of __the 
spouses. 

Now formerly that was a 
ground for judicial separation, 
that-is a separation that the 
court would decree if one 
party didn’t want to separate 
from the other the party who 
wanted to be separated 
usually the wife could have 
gone to the court and asked 
the. court to- say that you've 
got to live separate or apart 
becausc of these acts — of 
cruelty. 

Under this new legislation 
where you could formerly only 
get a judicial: separation 
which would not permit you to 
remarry, you will now be free 
to remarry because a divorce 
would be granted. 

However, the basic change 
has occurr in the new 
concept—concept that the 
marriage has broken down. 

Now you just can’t go into 
court and say that the mar- 
riage has broken down. 

There are certain grounds 
that the legislation sets out 
and when any of these 
grounds exist the act states 
that the marriage will be 
deemed to have broken down 
and a divorce will then ‘be 
granted. ; 

Now where the parties are 
separated (1) where one of 
the parties has been in prison 
for his conviction for one or 
more offences for an aggre- 
gate period of not less than 3 
years during the 5-year period 
immediately preceding the 
presentation of the petition, or 
he’s been in prison for a 
period for not less than two 
years where thé séntence is 
one of death or 10 years or 
more. 

It may sound odd that it is 
a death sentence and that is 
going to end the matter pretty 
soon anyway, but as you know 
the death sentence has been 
abolished and even where it 
has not in certain cases it 
usually could be commuted. 


Addicted 
To Alcohol 


Also; if the one party to the 
marriage for a period of not 
less than three years’ immedi- 
ately precéding the presenta- 
tion of the petition has been 


grossly addicted to alcohol or - 


a narcotic as we find in the 
narcotic control act and there 
is no foreseeable . probability 
of his rehabilitation this of 
course is a new ground as the 
imprisonment sections. 

The petitioner for a period 
of not less than three years 


immediattly preceding the 
presentation of the petition 
has hati no knowledge of 


whereabouts of the respondent 
and throughout that. period 
has ‘been unable to locate the 
respondent. : 
This desertion as you prob- 
ably know has been referred 
to aS a poor man's divorce— 
it's_rather a cruel type of .a 
situation and it occurs mainly 
where «. man simply gets fed 
up and leaves home and his 


wife doesn’t know where he is - 


and there are many people in 
that situation and the wife 
looks after the children and 
she stays at home. 

She can never remarry, she 
doesn't know where he is. He 
might turn up 10 years later 
and she doesn’t know if he is 
alive or dead. Now if this 
situation exists and she hasn't 
been able to locate him for a 
period of three years she will 
be able to take proceedings 
for a divorce. 

And. where. the marriage 
has not been consumated and 
the respondent for a period of 
not less than one year has 
been ‘unable by reason ef 
illness “Or. disability to con- 
sumate the marriage or has 
refused to consumate it and 
the one which I think will 
probably be common to all is 
the section that says that if 
you’ve been living apart for a 
period of three to five years. 

Now let me explain the 
difference to you: 

If you wish to divorce your 
wife or husband as the case 
may be and you are the 
deserter that is you have left 
the home you've got fed up 
with it you can bring a 
petition even though you're 
the guilty party if you want to 
use that term .. yousare the 
deserter .. you can bring the 
petition but it must be only 


, after a period of five years 


however, 
been 


The other party, 
the party who has

deserted may bring that peti- 
tion at the end of three years. 

That's the only difference. I 
hope I’ve explained the differ- 
ence to-you. 

If you-are the one who has 
left the home you can bring 
the petition if you've left for a 
period of 5 years or more. 

Now this will be retroactive, 
it will not start when the act 
comes into force. 
words if you've been living 
apart from your spouses for a 
period of five years say when 
the act comes into force you 
will immediately be able to 
take proceedings. 

The foregoing grounds 
which I’ve just mentioned to 
you the court will deem that 
the marriage has in fact 
broken down and. will order a 
decrees of divorce to be pro- 
nounced. 


Can a landlord enter a ten- 
ant’s suite in his absence with- 
out permission. 


MRS. ISHERWOOD: In 
every lease whether it is 
written or verbal there is an 
implied covenant for. some- 
thing called quiet enjoyment. 

Now when we all went to 
law school the professors 
confused us completely by 
explaining that it-had nothing 
to do with quiet and nothing 
to. do with enjoyment.

Therefore, in every lease, 
written or verbal, the landlord 
covenants that the tenant may 
use the premises free from

and the tenant covenants that 
he will treat the premises in 
what is called a tenant-like 
manner. However, interfer- 
ence by the landlord does not 
mean’ that he is prevented 
ever from going into the 
tenant's suite. Whether he has 
permission or not. We-must 
first realize that the landlord 
owns the property. He has a 
personal interest in it, he has 
a monetary interest in it and 
he is very concerned to keep 
it in good repair, to keep it 
safe, free from danger of 
hazard and therefore he has 
certain rights to go into 
certain parts of his property. 

So the answer would be that 
the landlord does have, the 
right to go into the suite of 
the tenant without permission 
if necessary but at reasonable 
times and for certain reasons. 

A main one is to repair, In 
the written lease, there is a 
provision that says the lessor 
may enter and view the state 
of repair. 

This means that is lawful 
for the lessor, who, by the 
way .is the landlord or his 
agents, at all reasonable 
times during the term of the 
lease to enter the presmises 
to examine the condition 
thereof and to repair where 
necesSary. 

A landlord, too, may go into 
the: premises to inspect for 
danger or hazard and this is a 
protection both for the tenant 
as well as the landlord.- He 
would also have aright to 


‘inspect the premises perhaps 


for insurance. purposes. He 
owns the building, he .may 
also own the furniture and it 
is necessary to insure both of 
those. 


Time for 
Examination 

Then there is another 
reason why a landlord is 


permitted to enter. 

A tenant may fail to pay his 
rent, and then -there is a 
proceeding known as distress 
proceeding. This means sciz- 
ure of furniture where furni- 
ture belongs to the tenant and 
for that purpose a landlord 
and his agent is permitted to 
enter the tenant's suite to 
seize the furniture. 

This is where the tough part 
comes in again. There is a 
provision for this in that the 
landlord may not break into 
the premises hut usually the 
landlord has a key anyways 
and he can unlock the- door 
and go. again or if for 
example there is a window 
open he can push “up. the 
window and go in. 

Another reason is that~ the 
tenancy may come to an end 
and may terminate amd the 
tenant may fail to move and 
again the landlord is per- 
mitted to go in and his agent 
for purposes of eviction. 


In other” 


So in summary Mr. Mod- 
erator the answer is yes. 

if a loan‘is taken out while 
a husband and wife are living 
together and they both sign 
the security document and 
then there’s a separation and 
the husband ‘refuses to pay, 
now what is the liability of the 
wife? 


MR. OWEN-FLOOD: I'm

husband the amount that she 
had paid. 

If on the other 
debt was one that was in- 
curred for luxury then the 
wife would only be able to 
recover from her husband the 
half that she had paid. All 
that of course is based on the 
presumption that the husband 
hasn’t paid anything-at all 

If husband and wife have.a 
joint bank account, is the 
entire amount of the account 
frozen if.one of them dies and 
if se for how Jong? 


MR. SCOTT-HARSTON : Yes 
it's frozen’ for the time being 
but I think that after about 
a week's time and a telephone 
call to the department” will 
probably unfreeze it. I don’t 
think I need add anything 
further. to that. 

What is the difference be- 
tween an agreément for sale 
and a mortgage? 


MRS. ISHERWOOD: An 
agreement for sale is a 
document entered into for sale 
of Jand -by.a registered owner 
of property to a purchaser as 
a result of which the. title 
itself does not change. 

The registered owner re- 
mains the same the title 
remains the same but, on the 
back of the title is endorsed a 
registration to state that the 
purchaser is buying on terms.

the title but the actual title 
remains in the name of the 
registered owner 
Closure 
Procedure 


Property purchased on 
terms, procedure for closure 
in the event of default of 
payment is carried out pur- 
suant to the terms of the 
agreement and is permitted 
within a shorter period than 
that permitted under a mort- 
gage, a three-month redemp- 
tion period and a 6-month 
redemption period under 
amortgage. 

Referring to the mortgage 
itself, this is a document to 
secure a loan, repayment of 
money. ; 

The mortgage is given by a 


person having a_ registered 
interest’ in the property, it 


may be the registered owner 
or it may. be another person 
having some’ interest in the 
property and the mortgage is 
registered against the title 
and -no actual change of 
ownership of title results, the 
mortgage, too, is registered 
as a charge on the back Of the 
title, it sets out the terms of 
payment and provision for 
closure in the event of default. 

What do. you know about 
probate fees? Could you say 
whether or not they are a set 
price or based on the value of 
the estate. 

MR, SCOTT-HARSTON : You 
will get the length of answer 
that question deserves — it's 
based on the size of the estate. 

Has a marriage contract 
acquired in the province of 
Quebec any legal status in

What is the power’ of

MR. SCOTT -HARSTON: 
Thank heavens somebody has 
asked thai-one because there 
has been more trouble around 
the law offices in Victoria for 
the last year or two because 
people come into the office 
and say that their. mother or 
their husband or their wife is 
ill and would you please draw 
a power of attorney so that 
they can carry on. 

Well, the. thinking behind 
that is quite orderly and quite 
logical but first of all what is 
a power of attorney — it's 
simply a document a formal 
document in deed form that is 
a_one-party document €n- 
abling somebody else.to rep- 
resent you or.act in your 
stead. 

And the person who gives it 
he is. called the donor or 
constituent and the person 
who does’ the representing is 
called’ the attarney in fact and 
the reason that it is generally 
given is either you're going 
out of town for a.month or 


“Fwo and someone's. or to fit 


in those wretched forms the 
companies send or something 
else has to be done or else 
you've got an attack of 
lumbago and you can't get 
downtown and somebody has 
to do something ‘about it. : 

Now let me add a word of 
caution about the type of 
illness. 

If menta! illness intervenes, 
then there's trouble brewing 

Because a power of attorney 
is just like any other agency 
contract — it is revoked ‘by 
the unsoundness of mind of 
the person who gives it or his 
death. 


Not Black 
And White 


Now this question of un- 
soundness of mind-—is not a 
question of something- that is 
black or white, it's grey. 

If the person who is men- 
tally ill_is sufficiently alert to 
know that what he's don 
given.the power of attorney to 
carry on his affairs well then 
it’s valid. 

But if he’s completely let's 
use the same word again 
senile well then it's no good at 
all. 

There’s alot of confusion, 
it's no magic wand and if the 
person is mentally. incapaci- 
tated more and more of us 
are going that way — I'm not 
speaking for myself, if ' this 
actually happens well then the 
proper course is you apply to 
the court under the patients 
estate act for the appointment 
of a thing called a commity 
who either looks after the 
person’: affairs or their. per- 
son or both or either, 

Now just one final word of 
warning if a wife is dealing 
with a husband's affairs and 
he isn't capable mentally of 
seeing to his own affairs on no 
account should the wife pay 
the J.usbaril’s bills from point 
of view-of death taxes because 
they will not be allowed they 
are not an-enforceable debt 
against the husband's estate 
and if the wife has a lot’ of 
money. Lawyer's fees may ‘be 
one. thing but nurses’ fees run 
the clock 24 hours a day. They 
should be- very very careful 
about paying those bills with- 
out having had some agree- 
ment. 

What is the difference he- 
tween a joint ownership and 


ownership in common = and 
which would you think is 
preferable? 


Well the basic difference of 
course is that in the question 
of joint-ownership as opposed 
to ownership in common in 
joint ownership the survivor 
has the right of survivorship 
that is to say. the survivor’ 


~ gets everything, whereas. this 


doesn't apply in ownership in 
common. 

Basically if one is younger 
than one wife T think that 


joint ownership is a very good 


’ generally 


idea and it's basically a good 
idea for married couples. 

The ownership, in common 
onthe other hand is. the 
obvious thing to do if one is 
some business. venture and 
one doesn't wish for some 
reason or another to form a 
limited company say for tax 
reasons to get depreciation 
one is better off I understand 
with the ownership jin com- 
mon'cause there is not right 
of survivorship. 

Survivorship is: the basic 
thing and that,is why so many 
married couples have their 
houses in joint ownership. as 
opposed ‘to ownership | in 
common, 


If children are left money in 
a will, can they draw. or 
borrow on it before they are 
21? ‘or’ at all perhaps should 
we suy? 


MRS. ISHERWOOD: If chil- 
dren are left money in a will 
the usual procedure is that 
the money may be paid into 
court on their behalf or it-may 


‘be retained by the executor 


and administered and the will 
may obtain a provision that 
the funds may be used for the 
care maintenance and educa- 
tion of the children.

To what extent is a house- 
holder liable if a guest has an 
accident in the home? 

MR. MURPHY: What kind 
of an accident? 

Let's say he falls down the 
basement stairs. 

MR. MURPHY: Well that 
involves a field of law that 
I'm sure I could cover in the 
next three hours. 

Generally—speaking your 
duty to the guest is to look out 
for his safety not s@t a trap 
for him. Actually people in 


¢ houses and business establish- 


ents fall into 3 different 
categories, there’s -a_ tres- 
passer and strangely enough 
you do owe a certain duty to a 
trespasser but it's not a’ high 
form of duty. In other words 
you can't set a bear trap to 
catch him. 

If the person is what's 
known as an invitee that is if 
he comes to you the highest 
duty is owed to that person 
and you are responsible for 
his safety. 

I think that's about the only 
way the question can be 
answered because there are 
many many law suits on it 
and many many fine distinc- 
tions as.to the category that 
the visitor thas as to whether 
he is termed as an invitee he 
is the person- you owe the 
highest duty to, to look out 
speaking for his 
safety and to warn him for 
any danger: that may exist. 


Prevention . 
Is the Key ~ * 


And there's a lower cate- 
gory the licensee I won't go 
ihto what the distinctions are 
because it would take too long 
but you do owe a duty to that 
licensee too but I think you 
can generally take it that if a 
guest has an-accident in your 
home and -it's the result of 
something that you could have 
foreseen. or, prevented that 
you would be liable. 

Can a beneficiary request a 
statement of expenses from 
executors in the course of 
settling an estate?

‘More Creative Sparkle 
Needed on TV Programs’

LONDON (CP) — Britain's 
commercial television is 
under orders from the top to 
inject more creative sparkle 
into programs and rely less 
on tawdry serials and North 
American imports. 

The Independent Television 
Authority, government- 
appointed operator of the 
commercial TV channels has 
urged the 14 regional program 
companies it licenses to exert 
“a> concerted drive towards 
originality, variety and_live- 
liness.”’ 

The rap on _ production 
knuckles in ITA’'s annual 
report is relatively mild. But 
it is the first time ITA has 
publicly expressed such dis- 
satisfaction since commercial 
television was set up along- 
side state TV in 1955.

Although ITA opinion - sur- 
veys show 60 per cent of 
viewing time is spent tuned 
into the commercial channel 
in-homes able to receive both 
commercial and British 
Broadcasting Corporation 
telecasts — 90 per cent of all 
homes — the ITA _ report 
indicates concern that the 
BBC's ‘drama, comedy, sports 
and children’s programing 
have been making the running 
lately. 

In Britain, where there is 
little daytime television apart 
from educational and chil- 
dren's programs, sets are 
switched on an average of 414 
hours a. day. IFA surveys 
claim two hours, 42 minutes 
ofthat time-is-spent-viewing 
the commercial channel. 

Commercial television in 
Britain differs from that~ in 
North America in that the 
advertiser may only buy time 
and has no say in program 
decisions as a sponsor. 


Total advertising time may 
not exceed six minutes an 
hour. Programs of up to 20 
minutes may not be broken by 
advertising, up to 40 minutes 
by only one commercial, up to 
70 minutes by only two breaks 
and up to 100 minutes by no 
more than three commercial 
breaks. ; 


HALT TRIALS 


As commercial — television 
was preparing to brighten up 
the schedule, both the inde- 
pendents and the BBC were 
instructing producers to guard 
against conducting ‘‘trials by 
TV” in interview shows. 

The practice of baiting 
controversial figures in TV 
interviews came under Par- 
liament’s scrutiny at the end 
of February.

About’ this. time of year, the 
grasshoppers are ‘getting ready 
to arrive in the fields and 
gardens. Chances are, you will 
\not notice -them when they 
arrive, even though there may 
be. millions of them. -You will 
not notice them* until they have 
been with us 
weeks. 

Last year’s grasshoppers all 
perished in the fall before the 
frosty winter weather began. 
Their crisp little. bodies were 
left. to decay and add.rich plant 
food to the soil, But this was not 
the end of the grasshopper clan. 
Oh no, All the lady grasshop- 
pers made plans to be sure that 
another generation of teeming 
grasshoppers would arrive to 
greet us in the spring. Late in 
the summer, 
grasshopper laid a bunch of 
eggs and tenderly buried them 
in the ground. The sturdy little 
eggs could stand -the ‘winter, 
even though she could not. And 
She took extra care to place 
them safely under the blanket 
of winter snow. : 

Mrs. Grasshopper has a spec- 
ial tube for laying her eggs. It 
is called an ovipositor and it is 
at the tail end of her body. The 
ovipositor is tipped with prongs, 
two pointing up and two point- 
ing down. This makes it just 
right for placing her eggs just} 
where she wants to put them. It} 
is also just right for digging a 
small pockét in the soil. When 
time comes to lay her eggs, she 
uses her ovipositor to scoop out 
a neat little hole in- the dirt. 
Then she uses it again, this 
time to place her eggs into the] 
tiny burrow, one by one. 

The grasshopper eggs are 
}smooth and white and the 
mother may place 20 of them in 
one earthy pocket. Then she 
squirts out a frothy foam that 
covers them like a blanket. Now 
they are safely sealed inside a 
cosy egg pod. Mrs. Grasshopper 
may lay 20 egg pods in different 
parts of the ground. Some of 
her pods may have 50 eggs and 
some may have as many as 100. 


When the job is done, Mrs. 
Grasshopper has finished her 
life work.
